Assembly Leaders

Continues Upward 
Spurt In February 


WASHINGTON (a) - Another 
540,000 workers lost their jobs in 
February, but the nation’s unem­ 
ployment rate remained the same as 
January’s 8.2 per cent, the government 
reported today. 
The I^bor Department said that was 
because 580,000 persons stopped 
looking for jobs during February, 
meaning they were no longer counted 
in the labor force and thus were not 
included 
in 
the 
unem ploym ent 
statistics. 
Several administration economists 
had privately predicted the unem­ 
ployment rate would 
increase 
in 
February for the seventh consecutive 
month, but they apparently had not 
anticipated the large number of work 
force dropouts. 
The change in composition of the 
work force means that even though 
another 540,000 workers lost their jobs 
in February, the total number of 
jobless workers for statistical pur­ 
poses remained the same as January 
at 7.5 million. 
President Ford says unemployment 
( ould hit 9 per cent before the current 
recession is over, and he made clear 
that Americans shouldn’t expect im­ 
provement until at least the end of the 
year. 
“ We think there will be an im­ 
provement toward the end of this year, 


and certainly in the beginning of next 
year on the unemployment,” Ford told 
a news conference. 
He said he doubts the figure will 
actually reach 9 per cent. He also 
indicated he is willing to accept a 
greater tax reduction than the $16 
billion he originally recommended. A 
$21 billion tax cut bill has been ap­ 
proved by the House and is being 
( onsidered by the Senate. 
The president’s evaluation came on 
a day when the stock market rode 
upward on a continuing decline in 
wholesale prices — seen as evidence of 
casing inflation — and on hopes for a 
decline in oil prices. 
The Dow Jones industrial average 
was down four points in early trading 
Thursday but after announcement of 
February’s wholesale price figures, it 
finished up 8.99 at 761.81. It was the 
highest closing level since last Aug. 12. 
February’s wholesale price of eight- 
tenths of one per cent was the biggest 
drop in a decrease that began in 
December and is seen by experts as 
evidence of a cooling of inflation at the 
wholesale level. 
G overnm ent officials expressed 
hope that lower prices for farm 
products, which led the wholesale dip, 
would be reflected in lower grocery 
['rices. 
However, wholesale price declines 


in December and January failed to 
halt the rise of retail prices, although 
retail prices were slowed. Consumer 
prices in January rose sixtenths of a 
per cent, the lowest jump since last 
April. The February Consumer Price 
Index will be released in two weeks. 


Meanwhile, two price reductions 
were announced Thursday. 


—Ford Motor Co. said it will offer a 
stripped-down full-sized Ford $322 
below the previous price standard 
model. The Custom 500 sedan will sell 
for $4,380. 
—Eastern Airlines joined its Miami- 
based competitor, National Airlines, in 
“no frills” economy service. Eastern 
said the servil e, which will drop free 
food and drinks, will begin April 14, 
pending federal approval, and will 
slash fares between certain cities by as 
much as 35 per cent. 
The government also announced 
Thursday that retail sales last week 
were up 4 per cent from the week 
before and 6 per cent over the same 
week last year. But because of price 
increases, sales volume was actually 
down from the com parable 1974 
period. Sears Roebuck & Co. showed 
its first sales drop in 13 years, with 
sales off .01 per cent for the five weeks 
ending March I from the same period 
last year.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford will settle for less than the $222 
million in emergency aid he previously 
said was essential for the survival of 
Cambodia, White House officials say.

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Israel Plans Retaliation For Terror Attack 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — Israeli 
officials charged today th at the 
Palestinian terrorist raid on a Tel Aviv 
hotel was an attempt to discredit 
Egypt and sabotage Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger’s peace mission. 
The semi-official Israeli state radio 
reported that the mother ship that 
brought the eight guerrillas and their 
two rubber attack boats to a point off 
Tel Aviv came from the north, pre­ 
sumably meaning from lebanon. 
However, the only guerrilla who 
survived told interrogators that the 
terror squad set out from Egypt; one 
of the landing boats was marked 
“ E gyptian Army Sea Seam en.” 
“Kissinger’s mission will fail” was 
painted on the other one. 
“The attack was aimed as much 
against Egypt as it was against 
Israel,” 
Defense 
Minister 
Shimon 
Peres said. 
The Israeli navy captured the 150-ton 


mother ship and its eight-man crew off 
the coast early Thursday. But the mili­ 
tary command said it would give out 
no information about the ship until 
questioning of the crew was com­ 
pleted. 


The guerrilla command in Beirut 
said the raiders were members of Al 
Fatah, the largest Palestine guerrilla 
organization.

“They will be punished,” Prem ier 
Yitzhak Rabin said after the terrorist 
attack Wednesday night in which sev­ 
en of the eight Arab raiders, four 
hostages and three Israeli soldiers 
were reported killed. Five soldiers and 
six civilians were wounded. An eighth 
guerrilla was captured. 


The Israeli military command for 
obvious security reasons said nothing 
about its plans to retaliate.

( om bination of hum anitarian en­ 
deavors and military aid,” not by 
stopping the aid. 
If Cambodia can last to the end of 
June and the end of the dry season, the 
Communists will have lost a strategic 
advantage and might be willing to 
negotiate, Ford said. 
Next is whether the problems of 
Indochina will be settled by conquest 
or negotiation. “If we abandon our 
allies, we will be saying to all the world 
that war pays,” Ford said. 
As a sign of the American eagerness 
to negotiate a settlement, Ford in­ 
dicated he would be willing to see 
Cambodian President Ix)n Nol resign if 
that would help start peace talks. 
The third part of Ford’s presentation 
dealt with “the reliability of the United 
States. If we cease to help our friends 
in Indochina, we will have violated 
their trust.... 
“We will have been false to our­ 
selves, to our word and to our friends.”

The Appalachian highway program, 
which was to have expired on June 30, 
1978, would be extended through fiscal

million for fiscal year 1977 and $180- 
million for fiscal year 1978. 
The proposed extension would also 
authorize an appropriation of $4 
million for the Appalachian Regional 
Development Commission for the two- 
year period ending September 30,1977.

region consists of all of West Virginia 
and parts of 12 other states extending 
along the Appalachian ridge from New 
York to the northern tiers of Alabama, 
Georgia and Mississippi.

Any veteran 
desiring further information con­ 
cerning his Veterans Administration 
benefits should contact the Veteran’s 
Service Officer in the basement of the 
Pickaway County Court House. 


(Q.) Can I buy a VA repossessed 
home if 1 am not a veteran? 
(A.) Yes, VA sells repossessed 
homes to any credit-worthy individual, 
veteran or non-veteran. 
(Q.) As the widow of a World War I 
Veteran drawing a VA pension, can I 
also receive Social Security Benefits? 
(A.) Yes, so long as you do not ex­ 
ceed income limitations. 
(Q.) 
A few years ago, I 
was 
receiving compensation from VA 
based on the death of my husband who 
was killed during World War II. These 
payments were discontinued when I 
remarried. Since my second husband 
died recently, I am wondering if VA 
compensation can be reinstated? 
(A.) Yes. There Is a law which 
allows reinstatement of this benefit if 
the remarriage of the veteran's widow 
ends in death or divorce, provided she 
is otherwise eligible. 
(Q.) I am the wife of a veteran who 
has a 30 per cent service connected 
disability. Am I eligible for treatment 
at a VA hospital? 
(A .) No. VA provides medical 
treatment only to eligible veterans. 
(Q.) Pm drawing VA compensation 
for a 100 per cent service connected 
disability and the agency has granted 
a waiver on my G I Life Insurance 
premiums. Should I return the in­ 
surance divided check I received 
recently, since I pay no premiums? 
(A.) No. You are entitled to the 
dividend. Under the waiver provision 
of your policy, the insurance continues 
in force as though premiums are being 
paid.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Even if it 
means closing the nation’s nuclear 
[tower plants in the face of serious 
energy shortages, the chairman of the 
new Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
vows public health and safety will 
come first. 


" I ’m impressed with the margin of 
safety built into nuclear power 
plants,” NCR chairman W illiam 
Anders said in an interview. 
“ But our Job is to insure public 
health and safety and we’re going to 
take whatever action is necessary to 
do that,” Anders said, repeatedly 
stressing his determination to mold an 
independent regulatory agency. 


The NRC succeeded the nowdefunct 
Atomic Energy Commission, which 
often was accused of lax regulation 
because of preoccupation with promot­ 
ing nuclear energy. 


The country now has more than 50 
nuclear reactors licensed to generate 
electricity. They account for less than 
10 per cent of the total generating ca­ 
pacity. 


But projections are there will be 
more than 200 nuclear plants by the 
mid-1980s, supplying about a third of 
the nation’s electricity. 


Nuclear power critics who continue 
to challenge the plants’ safety and 
reliability contend that government 
officials someday may have to choose 
between energy and public safety. 
Anders said if a serious safety 
problem were discovered in nuclear 
reactors requiring their shutdown, 
they would be closed. 
He serves as NRC chairman at the 
pleasure of the president, but the 
possibility of being demoted in a 
confrontation over reactor safety 
versus energy needs “ doesn’t bother 
me one bit," Anders said. 
The former astronaut, who was a 
member of the Apollo 8 crew that 
circled the moon in 1968, said he and

“ The commission’s staff thought 
that their understanding of the cracks 
was less than they originally had sup­ 
posed,” Anders said. 
So the NRC took the unprecedented 
action of ordering 23 of the country’s 
reactors to shut down within 20 days to 
inspect piping. The order cost the elec­ 
trical utilities involved several million 
dollars. 
All but one of the plants now have 
been inspected and no additional 
cracks were found other than those in 
the Illinois plant.

“ That order could have caused any 
number of people a lot of heartburn,” 
Anders said. 
The 
NRC 
informed 
Congress’ Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy and the White House only after 
the order had gone out, he said, 
"They backed us all the way,” he 
said. 
Critics of the AEC in recent years 
deplored the agency’s dual respon­ 
sibilities to promote nuclear energy 
through research and development 
programs and to regulate its use. 
Separating the two functions was one 
goal of the legislation that created the 
independent NRC. 
Anders is sensitive to establishing 
the NRC’s reputation as a no-nonsense 
regulator 
of 
an 
industry 
its 
predecessor 
was 
accused 
of 
shamelessly boosting. 
David Comey, a 
Chicago en­ 
vironm entalist, wrote Anders in 
February asking why the AEC last 
year changed its statistical method of 
assessing nuclear power plant per­ 
formance. Comey suggested the 
agency purposely made the change to 
make nuclear power appear more 
efficient. 
Anders ordered an investigation. “ If 
Comey’s charge is true, I ’ll be madder 
than hell,” Anders said. “ I ’m not con­ 
vinced it’s the job of this agency to put 


out any numbers at all because it tends 
to put us in a promotional point of 
view,” he said. 
Myron Cherry, a Chicago attorney 
who often 
fights 
nuclear 
reactor 
projects in court, wrote Anders 
questioning the legal basis for the 
NKC’s complex set of regulations. 
Cherry said the regulations might 
unnecessarily reflect pro-nuclear 
energy viewpoints because they were 
formulated when the old AEC had its 
dual promotional and regulatory role. 
“ I think Cherry has a very valid 
point,” Anders said. “ We’ve asked our 
staff to go back and review the regu­ 
lations in light of the new independent 
regulatory agency aspect and see if 
there aren’t some conflicts.” 


In months ahead the NRC will face 
some tough questions. 
For example, it must decide whether 
to allow reprocessing of reactor spent 
fuel rods to extract plutonium for 
manufacture into new fuel rods. 
Approval would signal the beginning 
of what some environmentalists have 
<alled a “ plutonium economy” that 
eventually will see thousands of tons of 
plutonium transported about the 
country. 
The NRC must wrestle with the 
tough problem of what to do with 
nuclear wastes. It also must consider 
licensing of the first breeder reactor, 
whose boosters see it as the forerunner 
of a new 
generation of massive 
reactors dotting the country.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Even if it 
means closing the nation’s nuclear 
power plants in the face of serious 
energy shortages, the chairman of the 
new Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
vows public health and safety will 
come first. 


“ I ’m impressed with the margin of 
safety built into nuclear power 
plants,” NCR chairman W illiam 
Anders said in an interview. 
“ But our job is to insure public 
health and safety and we’re going to 
take whatever action is necessary to 
do that,” Anders said, repeatedly 
stressing his determination to mold an 
independent regulatory agency. 


The NRC succeeded the nowdefunct 
Atomic Energy Commission, which 
often was accused of lax regulation 
because of preoccupation with promot­ 
ing nuclear energy. 


The country now has more than 50 
nuclear reactors licensed to generate 
electricity. They account for less than 
IO per cent of the total generating ca­ 
pacity. 


But projections are there will be 
more than 200 nuclear plants by the 
mid-1980s, supplying about a third of 
the nation’s electricity. 


Nuclear power critics who continue 
to challenge the plants’ safety and 
reliability contend that government 
officials someday may have to choose 
between energy and public safety. 
Anders said if a serious safety 
problem were discovered in nuclear 
reactors requiring their shutdown, 
they would be closed. 
He serves as NRC chairman at the 
pleasure of the president, but the 
possibility of being demoted in a 
confrontation over reactor safety 
versus energy needs “ doesn’t bother 
me one bit,” Anders said.

“ That order could have caused any 
number of people a lot of heartburn,”

view,” he said. 
Myron Cherry, a Chicago attorney 
who often 
fights nuclear

questioning the legal basis for the 
NRC’s complex set of regulations. 
Cherry said the regulations might 
unnecessarily reflect pro-nuclear 
energy viewpoints because they were 
formulated when the old AEC had its 
dual promotional and regulatory role. 
“ I think Cherry has a very valid 
point,” Anders said. “ We’ve asked our 
staff to go back and review the regu­ 
lations in light of the new independent 
regulatory agency aspect and see if 
there aren’t some conflicts.” 


In months ahead the NRC will face 
some tough questions.

Approval would signal the beginning 
of what some environmentalists have 
( ailed a “ plutonium economy” that 
eventually will see thousands of tons of 
plutonium transported about the 
country.

Spe a k ing Of Your He a lth

My 4-y ear-old daugh ter gets sudden, 
sev ere sp ells of croup . Th e attacks 
frigh ten h er and us. Wh at causes 
croup ? Can it be av oided? 
Mrs. G.B., Mich . 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
Ch ildren, th eir p arents and doctors, 
too, are all distressed by sev ere 
ep isodes of croup . Fortunately , with 
antibiotics and cortisone, th e sev erity 
and frequency of attacks of croup are 
diminish ing. 
Croup is an inflammation and in­ 
fection of th e lining of th e th roat and 
th e lary nx , or “ windp ip e.” Th e 
p roblem occurs most frequently in 
infants and y oung ch ildren wh o h av e a 
narrow windp ip e. Attacks of croup 
tend to occur more frequently in th e 
late winter or early sp ring. 
Difficulty in breath ing may follow an 
ordinary cold. High fev er and a 
barking cough are ch aracteristic of 
croup . 
Viral and bacterial infections may 
cause a sudden th ickening of th e 
mucous membrance lining of th e 
lary nx . Associated with th is is a th ick, 
gelatinous substance wh ich furth er 
interferes with breath ing. 
Attacks of croup tend to lessen as th e 
ch ild grows older and th e breath ing 


ap p aratus becomes larger. 
Steam inh alations are p robably th e 
most sooth ing and effectiv e treatment 
for th e difficulty in breath ing and th e 
barking cough . Ph y sicians frequently 
suggest, as an emergency measure, 
th at th e ch ild be h eld in th e moth er’s 
arms in a bath room filled with steam. 
Later, antibiotics and cortisone 
p rep arations are used to control in­ 
fection and to reduce th e swelling in 
th e th roat and lary nx . 
It seems almost imp ossible to keep 
ch ildren comp letely free of colds, no 
matter h ow well isolated and p rotected 
th ey are. Yet th ese colds can be 
reduced wh en p rotectiv e measures are 
observ ed. Ex p osure to oth er ch ildren 
and adults wh o h av e infections must be 
av oided. Th e p ractice of kissing 
ch ildren on th e lip s, or ev en close to th e 
lip s, sh ould be eliminated. 
Since y our ch ild is so suscep tible, 
y ou migh t find th at regular use of a 
cold or warm air v ap orizer, safely 
p laced in h er bedroom, may be 
beneficial. 
Attacks of croup can create p anic. If 
one’s doctor is not av ailable, it is wise 
to bring th e ch ild to th e emergency 
room of a h osp ital for immediate 
treatment.

In today’s 
context, King Faisal is pictured as a 
kind of robed Stalin, material and 
spiritual leader of a cult that puts out 
“enemy lists,” just as did Stalin, (and 
President Nixon and J. 
Edgar 
Hoover). 
Now here comes Hasan ElKhatib. 
That’s the way it is spelt by a product 
of a culture that gave us our digit 
system, among other things. Hasan is 
an Arab-American businessman who 
has the notion—considered daft at this 
time — that broader commercial 
communications 
could 
lead 
to 
American-Arab friendship. 
“The exchange of wealth by trade 
and the law of comparative advantage 
are the oldest dictum of human 
relations in the history of mankind’s 
struggle with alien countries,” Hasan 
states in an exclusive understatement. 
“The Arabs sell us oil at a profit and 
the U.S. sells the Arabs our com­ 
parative advantages of agriculture 
products, manufactured products and 
technical knowledge, including the 
utilization of American colleges and 
universities . . . at a profit, of course. 
This will produce understanding, 
respect and friendship. The exchange 
of culture will follow.” 
ElKhatib has some words straight 
from Allah on how to deal with 
Muhammad. “First is ‘connection,’ ” 
he warns. “Without them you can 
hardly get a hotel room. Furthermore, 
the Arab, like anyone else, prefers to 
deal with someone he knows or who 
understands the Arab culture . . . 
someone the Arab is comfortable with. 
“ Moreover, the Arab ways of 
business are much different than those 
in the U.S. There, everything is done 
on a handshake.” 
ElKhatib represents what might be 
called the Arabian-American dream. 
He came here in 1956 as a Palestine 
refugee with $200 in his pocket, said to 
have been fastened by a large Arab 
safety pin.

NEW YORK (AP) - Time after 
time the nation’s leaders have called 
for unity in the battle against the 
economic demons, but if anyone is 
listening, apparently they can’t do 
much about reaching agreement. 
Perhaps it signifies the momentous 
size of the problems that must be 
resolved. Maybe there’s a real need to 
discuss and comment and argue about 
issues that are little understood. But 
things aren’t coming to a head. 
The country still doesn’t know 
whether it really wants foreigners, 
notably the Arabs, to buy into the 
American economy. A Senate bill 
would empower the President to block 
such investments. The President 
doesn’t like the idea. 
Does the country really know 
whether ifs still in love with 
automobiles? The car is denounced as 
a terrible waste of money that could 
better be used elsewhere. It is a 
polluter. It is a maker of urban con­ 
gestion. An energy waster. 
But now that the industry is hurting, 
it seems to have become necessary 
again. Cars mean jobs. It is patriotic to 
encourage automobile sales. Federal 
highway funds are released, and 
private enterprises offer bonuses to 
< ar buyers. 
Should the federal government run 
the railroads? That issue is still as 
open as it was 20 years ago. 
What about energy? Should the 
country seek to be self-sufficient? Can 
it become so? Should imported fuel be 
taxed? 
And the so-called central market 
place that the Securities and Exchange 
Commission has been seeking for so 
many years? Will there ever be a 
central market for stocks? Will stock 
market officials cooperate in merging 
their separate identities into a national 
exchange? Ifs still unresolved. 
For the moment, all these disputes

fade into the background. The big 
dispute now is over the Federal 
Reserve Board. 
Should the Fed, or more precisely its 
chairman, Arthur F. Burns, retain the 
independence of decision it now en­ 
joys? Or, in behalf of the national good, 
should 
the Fed 
be made 
more 
responsive 
to 
its 
creator, 
the 
Congress? 
Perhaps no one person has more 
power over the condition of the 
economy than Burns, who often is 
described as a devoted public servant, 
but a servant who sets his own stand­ 
ards on how the household should be 
run. 
Congressmen, 
labor 
leaders, 
economists and businessmen have 
been highly critical of what they feel 
has been an autocratic, misguided 
monetary policy over the past few 
years. 
They blame Burns for having 
operated an inflationary policy until 
late last summer and then a highly 
deflationary policy thereafter, star­ 
ving the economy for funds and driving 
up interest rates. 
While criticisms differ, there is a 
prevailing feeling that Burns should be 
more responsive to Congress and what 
Congress determines is the national 
interest, the national goal, rather than 
what Burns interprets the need to be. 
But Burns feels that monetary in­ 
tegrity demands he protect the in­ 
dependence of the Fed. 
Like other disputes, this too seems 
destined to be put to rest unresolved 
rather than fought to a verdict.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Letter I Coleman, M D. 


My 4-year-old daughter gets sudden, 
severe spells of croup. The attacks 
frighten her and us. What causes 
croup? Can it be avoided? 
Mrs. G.B., Mich. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
Children, their parents and doctors, 
too, are all distressed by severe 
episodes of croup. Fortunately, with 
antibiotics and cortisone, the severity 
and frequency of attacks of croup are 
diminishing. 
Croup is an inflammation and in­ 
fection of the lining of the throat and 
the larynx, or “ windpipe.” The 
problem occurs most frequently in 
infants and young children who have a 
narrow windpipe. Attacks of croup 
tend to occur more frequently in the 
late winter or early spring. 
Difficulty in breathing may follow an 
ordinary cold. High fever and a 
barking cough are characteristic of 
croup. 
Viral and bacterial infections may 
cause a sudden thickening of the 
mucous membrance lining of the 
larynx. Associated with this is a thick, 
gelatinous substance which further 
interferes with breathing. 
Attacks of croup tend to lessen as the 
child grows older and the breathing 


apparatus becomes larger. 
Steam inhalations are probably the 
most soothing and effective treatment 
for the difficulty in breathing and the 
barking cough. Physicians frequently 
suggest, as an emergency measure, 
that the child be held in the mother’s 
arms in a bathroom filled with steam. 
Later, antibiotics and cortisone 
preparations are used to control in­ 
fection and to reduce the swelling in 
the throat and larynx. 
It seems almost impossible to keep 
children completely free of colds, no 
matter how well isolated and protected 
they are. Yet these colds can be 
reduced when protective measures are 
observed. Exposure to other children 
and adults who have infections must be 
avoided. The practice of kissing 
children on the lips, or even close to the 
lips, should be eliminated. 
Since your child is so susceptible, 
you might find that regular use of a 
cold or warm air vaporizer, safely 
placed in her bedroom, may be 
beneficial. 
Attacks of croup can create panic. If 
one’s doctor is not available, it is wise 
to bring the child to the emergency 
room of a hospital for immediate 
treatment.

Papal In fallib ility Challenged 


NEW YORK (AP) — Although the 
Vatican has reprimanded the Rev. 
Hans Kung for challenging the Roman 
Catholic doctrine of papal infallibility, 
he is not the only Church thinker who 
has done so in recent years. 
The concept has become a kind of 
dormant, complex abstraction to 
many Church scholars, subject to 
varying reinterpretations by some of 
them, directly questioned by others.

bridge, Mass., puts it in the Jesuit 
national weekly, America: 
“Kung has only articulated in more 
dramatic fashion a sense that has been 
emerging among a growing number of 
theologians on both sides of the At­ 
lantic that something is awry with our 
understanding of infallibility.’’ 
The Rev. John L. McKenzie, of 
De Paul University in Chicago, 111., one 
of Am erica’s top Catholic Bible 
scholars, calls the traditional ap­ 
proach to the doctrine an “infallibility 
syndrom’’ — an “effort to attach 
divine 
attributes 
to 
teaching 
authority.” 
"To predicate divinity of creatures 
is idolatry by definition,’’ he writes. 
Actually, he says, the doctrine “may 
mean no more than the assurance that 
the Church never loses the gospel. But 
the Church can certainly foul up its 
proclamation, because it has done so.” 
This is a point stressed by Father 
Kung of West Germany’s Tuebingen 
University in his book, “Infallibility? 
An Inquiry,” that touched off a six- 
year, running dispute with the 
Vatican. 
Its doctrinal congregation, 
once 
called the Holy Office, finally closed its 
books on the case last month, ordering 
Father Kung to stop teaching opinions 
contrary to Church doctrine. But the 
way was left open for harmonizing 
differences. 
Father Kung’s thesis is that the 
infallibility doctrine means the Church 
preserves the gospel, despite many 
errors made about it — a basic 
adherence to truth more aptly called 
“ indefectibility.” 
He 
says 
“ in­ 
fallibility” belongs only to God. 
Actually, the infallibility doctrine 
has been definitely invoked only once 
in 
the 
105 
years 
since 
it 
was 
proclaimed in a controversial decision 
of 1870 by the First Vatican Council. 
Several bishops walked out at the time. 


Ambiguity about the doctrine has 
increased lately. It has been cited as a 
key obstacle to reconciliation with 
other 
Christians, 
Protestants, 
Anglicans and Eastern Orthodox.

evangelist Billy Graham, says he’ll 
continue* his theological work in an 
ecumenical spirit and in “critical sol­ 
idarity with the Catholic Church.” 
He once remarked, “I say openly 
only what other theologians, bishops 
and Christians say in private.”

LOVELAND, Oh io (AP) — A 
townsh ip p olice ch ief called for action 
to « lose a fireworks p lant after an 
ex p losion Th u rsday killed two men. 
Th e accident raised th e death toll at 
th e p lant since 1947 to 12. 
“Th is h ap p ens all th e time h ere,” 
said Sy mmes Townsh ip Police Ch ief 
James Ty grett, “once or twice a 
y ear.” 
Ty grett said h e wou ld seek legal 
action after th e inv estigation for a 
“cou rt inju nction to close th e wh ole 
p lace down.” 
Arth u r Rozzi, owner of th e Tri-State 
Manu factu ring Co., was not av ailable 
for comment. Following a 1971 ex ­

A sp okesman for th e Monfreda 
family said th e family h ad alway s 
been inv olv ed in making fireworks. 
Andrea came to th e United States sev ­ 
eral y ears ago. Th e oth er members of 
h is family arriv ed from Nap les, Italy , 
later. 
In anoth er incident, two neigh ­ 
borh ood boy s were h osp italized 
Th u rsday for bu ms su ffered wh en 
flash p owder, ap p arently taken from 
th e p lant, ignited in a backy ard sh ed, 
p olice said. Th e incident took p lace two 
h ou rs after th e factory blast. 
Daniel Pu gh , 12, and Earl Fleig, 11, 
were rep orted in seriou s condition at 
Cincinnati General Hosp ital.

UNION CITY, Ind. (AP) — Ran­ 
dolph County sheriff’s investigators 
are awaiting word from Prosecutor 
Jan Chalfant whether he will seek a 
grand jury probe of the fatal shooting 
of a Union City factory worker. 
Gilberto Ramos, 23, was shot fatally 
Wednesday by the chief of police from 
Union City, Ohio, Sheriff Daniel M. 
Reed said. Ile quoted Chief Devaun 
Rinard as saying he fired his service 
revolver after seeing a shiny object in 
Ramos’ hand. The chief said he pur­ 
sued Ramos after spotting him 
speeding through the Ohio city. 
Police reported no weapons were 
found on Ramos or at the scene. 
Indiana authorities took statements 
Thursday from R inard and two 
brothers of Ramos. 
A deputy coroner said an autopsy 
showed Ramos died of a gunshot 
wound in the lower chest. 
Rinard said Ramos ignored his 
signal to stop. The chase ended when 
the Hoosier’s car went into a ditch near 
here.

Republican veterans of the Ohio House 
who normally see things about the 
same way found themselves split on an 
amendment to Gov.

It wasn’t the usual Tiger barn­ 
stormer, but Circleville rallied behind 
a strong first half and sheer deter­ 
mination in the second to post a 77-65 
win over stubborn Licking Valley in 
first-round Central District play 
Thursday. 
A crowd of 5,419 paid fans watched 
Circleville win its first-ever district 
basketball contest at the Columbus 
Fairgrounds Coliseum and earn the 
right to advance to the Central District 
finals in a 9 p.m.

And the shorter Tigers had a 31-15 
advantage on the boards with George 
Moore getting ll, Harold Reed eight, 
and Perry Hoskins six. 
Moore was the game’s high scorer 
with 22 points. He made seven of IO 
shots from the floor and eight of IO free 
throws. 
Reed scored 14 points for Circleville, 
including IO second-half points, and 
junior guard McCoy had 14, 12 in the 
middle two periods. 
Biff Bumgarner had 13 points, hit­ 
ting five straight shots from the field 
and three of four free throws. 
Perry Hoskins had eight for Cir­ 
cleville, six coming in the fourth 
period, and Brad Spangler scored six 
points. 
Terry Mclntire paced licking Valley 
with 15 markers, 13 in the second half 
to start the rally that almost caught 
Circleville. Brothers I/arry and Todd 
Johnson had 14 each for the Panthers. 
Circleville was charged with 28 
turnovers, most of them coming in the 
first and third periods, while Licking 
Valley had 26.

Republican Party 
In Serious Decline 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Citing a poll 
showing only 18 per cent of Americans 
consider them selves Republicans, 
GOP Chairman Mary louise Smith 
warned today that the party is in 
serious trouble and that “time is 
running out.” 
“Unless you and I get together and 
work for this party, we may have no 
party at all,” Mrs. Smith said in a 
speech launching a two-day meeting of 
Republican leaders. 
President Ford, Vice President 
Nelson A. Rockefeller and former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
headed the speakers’ list for the 
meeting of some 1,800 top Republicans 
that party leaders hope will launch a 
massive effort to rebuild Republican 
ranks for 1976. 
Ford speaks at a dinner tonight. 
The task that rebuilding the GOP 
entails was demonstrated in a 34-page 
collection of statistics prepared for the 
leadership conference as a result of 
polling conducted late last year for the 
Republican National Committee by 
Market Opinion Research, a private 
firm. 
The poll showed that 18 per cent of 
Americans 
consider 
themselves 
Republicans, while 42 per cent con­ 
sider themselves Democrats and 40 
per cent independents. The figures 
represent a steady decline in GOP 
strength over the past two decades 
while Democratic strength declined a 
small amount and independent support 
rose. 
Republican support was highest 
among rural residents (21 per cent), 
housewives (25 per cent), persons 65- 


years-old and over (31 per cent), those 
with incomes of more than $35,000 ( 30 
per cent) and in the border states (25 
per cent) and Mountain states (27 per 
cent). 
The poll showed that 22 per cent 
believed the GOP favored big business 
and the wealthy, while a like amount 
thought the 
Democrats favored 
workers, the common man and the 
“little guy.” 
Mrs. Smith’s keynote speech to the 
conference was blunt in declaring that 
Republicans face a difficult task in 
rebuilding their party, though she said, 
“We may look back and see this day as 
the beginning of a 
Republican 
reawakening across America. 
“The November election was a 
disaster. Our party registration is 
dangerously low. There is dissension in 
our own ranks. The Democrats are 
poised and ready to devour us. 
“Time is running out. What you do 
here in the next two days will be 
crucial. It will be hard work — anyone 
who came just to socialize will be dis­ 
appointed.” 
The leadership conference followed 
a two-day 
Republican 
National 
Committee meeting which adopted a 
watered-down party reform plan. 
As a result of two compromises, 
state parties will be required to submit 
by next Feb. I an outline of steps they 
are taking to bring in more women, 
ethnic and racial minorities, young 
and old people. But nothing will be 
done to states that don’t comply and 
national officials will only review state 
programs if the states request a 
review. 
Oil-Producing Nations Seek 
To Perpetuate High Profits 


NEW YORK (AP) — The oil cartel’s 
plan for linking petroleum prices to the 
cost of its imports is being read here as 
a ploy prepared for talks with the 
consuming nations later this year. 
The feeling among some analysts is 
that the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) may be 
Willing to grant short-term price 
concessions in return for assurances

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— An 
international association of personnel 
administrators suggests looking to 
government economies first in seeking 
inflation remedies. 
A poll by the 
15,000-member 
American Society for Personnel 
Administration called for: —Making 
the federal Productivity Commission 
more meaningful. —Greatly reducing 
government spending and staffing. — 
Cutting federal salaries. —Increasing 
governmental efficiency. 
The respondents also recommended 
joint union-management efforts on 
waste control and improved produc­ 
tivity. 
Members came out against price 
controls by a margin of 8-2, the pollers 
reported. 
Among their own cost-reduction 
steps, members reported the ex­ 
pectable general layoffs, along with 
work-force attrition 
by leaving 
resignation and pregnancy vacancies 
unfilled. Firms also were encouraging 
early retirement. 
Companies 
were 
eliminating 
overtime and doubling up in areas 
such as secretary and receptionist 
duties. 
Advertising staffs were reduced, 
college recruitment was curtailed, 
intern and training programs were cut 
back, and business travel for seminars 
and conferences was “ cut sub­ 
stantially,” the association said. 
Departmental offices were being 
combined, regional offices were being 
merged, and product development 
research was being slashed, it added. 
One of those polled responded that 
meetings were being interrupted in 
order to connect a telephone caller 
with the executive needed, instead of 
setting up a return call. 
“ Ifs the caller’s nickel,” he 
reasoned. 


that present oil profits can maintain 
their purchasing power. 
“What they’re looking for is some 
kind of a commitment from the con­ 
suming nations regarding a stable 
price, which they may get if we are big 
enough fools to sign,” says Prof. 
Maurice Adelman at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 
“OPEC has been playing a defensive 
game,” says Milton Upton of Walter J. 
Levy Consultants Corp., an oil 
research firm. “Basically they want to 
go to the French conference with a 
statement of principles and see how 
their cards fall.” 
Representatives of Saudi Arabia, 
Iran, Venezuela and Algeria are due to 
meet in Paris April 7 in what is billed 
as a preparatory session to the general 
meeting of exporters and consuming 
nations later. 
With oil production down nearly a 
third from maximum capacity, the 
temptation to cut prices is “becoming 
a heavy burden, even for a cartel,” 
says Adelman. As a result, he sees any 
endorsement of the OPEC indexing 
plan as rescuing the cartel from the 
seeds of its own destruction. 
At the conclusion of their Algiers 
summit, 
OPEC 
members 
said 
Thursday they were “prepared to 
negotiate 
conditions 
for 
the 
stabilization of oil prices.” 
But they said such stabilization 
would include linking the price to such 
items as the price of manufactured 
goods, inflation and the cost of tech­ 
nology for the development of OPEC 
nations. If implemented immediately, 
indexing would likely lead to price 
increases. 
Adelman says that indexing “would 
protect them against any downside 
risk — but wouldn’t protect us at all.” 
According to some economists, the 
problem is that because the items 
OPEC might index its oil prices to are 
in turn made by or from oil, the 
scheme would just institutionalize 
ever-higher prices. 
“It would be sort of like a dog 
biasing its tail,” says John Simpson, 
energy economist with New York’s 
First National City Bank. 
Whether oil prices would come down 
if the oil index fell is also uncertain, 
though some OPEC watchers note that 
members did lower tanker freight 
charges as an index fell in that in­ 
dustry.
